CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - 


Rocket trouble left America’s 
most advanced sun-watching 


satellite in an abnormal orbit 


today but engineers worked 


quickly to recover from initial 


control problems and salvage 


the $36 million scientific mis­ 
sion. 


The 1,400-pound Orbiting So­ 
lar Observatory, called OSO 
7, carried six instruments to 
study the sun and tell man 
more about the way it gener­ 
ates the energy of billions of 
hydrogen bombs. 
OSO 7 was supposed to soar 
into a 345-mile high circular 
orbit, 
but 
insiead 
dropped 
into an egg-shaped path rang­ 
ing from 226 to 355 miles 
above Earth. Engineers said 
the control system on the sa ­ 
tellite’s rocket aimed it the 
wrong way. 
“ We may very well be able 
to meet cur mission objec­ 
tives, even with this orbit,’’ 
said Robert Davis, assistant 
project manager. “ All is not 
lost. We are fairly confident 
we can come out of this.” 
• 
OSO 7 was 
accompanied 
into the elliptical orbit by a 
little 
eight - sided 
satellite 
equipped to imitate the radio 
voice of Apollo moonships to 


exercise ground tracking sta­ 
tions. 
The first problem resulting 
from the low orbit was that 
ithe Sunv/atcher was wobbling 
more than expected and was 
not immediately able to aim 
its sail-like solar panel to­ 
ward the suyto soak up ener­ 
gy and recharge its batteries. 
Engineers at the satellite 
control center ait Greenbelt, 
Md., 
began 
sending 
radio 
commands to OSO 
to fire 
small control jets to maneu­ 
ver the satellite into the prop­ 
er position. Davis said this 
could take most of the day 
but he said, “ I think they can 
recover.” 
Controllers reported by late 
morning the spacecraft was 
responding well to the com­ 
mands and that it was slowly 
stabilizing and bringing its so­ 
lar sensors toward the sun. A 
spokesman said all systems 
aboard OSO were normal. 
He said OSO 7 appealed 
high enough to remain in or­ 
bit long enough to study the 
sun for a number of months 
as planned. He said the ac­ 
curacy of 
the observations 
should not be degraded by the 
orbit and there was no indica­ 
tion the satellite was affected 
by the abnormal movements 
of the rocket.

The measure grew out of a 
dispute between Song and a 
major credit card company 
over what the lawmaker said 
was a billing error. Heated 
letters 
and 
telephone 
calls 
were exchanged, and Song fi­ 
nally turned in his card and 
introduced his bill. 
Under the measure, credit 
card companies would be re­ 
quired to correct billing er­ 
rors within 60 days or forfeit 
the amount in dispute. The 
companies would be barred 
from giving out false or un­ 
favorable credit information 
about the holder during the 
dispute. 
For the first 
time credit 
card holders would have the 
right to refuse to pay for de­ 
fective items which cost more 
than $50, if they could not get 
satisfaction 
from 
the 
mer­ 
chant. 
The bill would also help out 
unmarried, separated or di 
vorced women, groups which 
supporters say have had diffi­ 
culty in securing credit cards. 
The measure would bar dis­ 
crimination on the basis of 
sex, race, religion, color, na­ 
tional origin or ancestry.

remarks prepared

League 
of 
California 
C i t i e s convention, Reagan 
said the moon goal was ach­ 
ieved because “ the people of 
the Un ted States responded 
enthusiastically 
and 
con­ 
fidently to the challenge of 
space.” 
“ Instead 
of wallowing 
in 
self-doubt and arguments, we 
charged 
a 
course 
to 
the 
stars,’’ he said. “ And we ach­ 
ieved the greatest scientific 
and engineering feat in all of 
man’s 
history, 
a step that 
opens a new age of progress 
for mankind.” 
The new goal being sought 
in this decade, Reagan said, 
is “ the start of a generation 
of peace and a generation of 
stable prosperity without war, 
without runaway inflation and 
without the disruptive impact 
of nternational monetary spe­ 
culation, 
“ I am confident that we 
will meet the challenge of 
pt aceful prosperity, just a* 
we have met and mastered 


every challenge— with unity 
and determination.” 
He 
said 
that 
while 
the 
United States has done more 
than any other country 
to 
help rebuild the economic and 
material strengh of other na­ 
tions, the t me has come “ to 
do more to assure our own 
prosperity.” 
“ In brief,” the governor ad­ 
ded, “ we have done

than anv other society in the 
history of the world to be a 
good 
neighbor—to 
make 
it 
possible for the world to en­ 
joy unprecedented prosperity. 
Some may question the wis­ 
dom of our generosity, but no 
one can challenge our com­ 
passion.”

1st Death Penalty 
Here for a Woman

POMONA 
— 
Linda 
Lee 
Haines, 24, was sentenced to 
death Tuesday afternoon 
in 
an emotionally-charged hear­ 
ing in Pomona Superior Court 
in which her father called the 
jury a “ jury of bigots.” 
She appeared stunned. 
After Judge Thomas W. Le 
Sage finished formally sen­ 
tencing her to the gas cham­ 
ber at San Quentin Prison she 
cried, “ You call this justice?” 
Her mother, Mrs. Ruth Wie- 
mann, shouted, “ You call this 
mockery justice?” and her 
father, Pomona Realtor John 
Wiemann, echoed, “ There is 
no justice.” 
Then Wiemann asked if he 
could say something. Judge 
Le Sage hesitated and then 
agreed. Wiemann approached 
the bench and then turned, 
partially facing the almost-fil­ 
led courtroom. 
“ We 
wonder,” 
he 
said, 
“ why our youth is revolting 
all over this country . . . burst­ 
ing at the seams. This trial is 
evidence of why this is happen­ 
ing. Here is a young woman, 
obviously innocent, convicted 
by a jury of bigots. 
“ It was not a jury of her 
peers. Its members, with one 


exception, 
were 
all 
older 
They were your age, Mr. Poi­ 
rier (Depty Dist. Atty. Ge­ 
rard Poirier) and mine. We 
caused 
this 
revolution, 
no* 
our youth, 
and 
you 
know 
it . . . you know it.” 
At that point Judge Le Sage 
interrupted. 
“ All right, Mr. Wiemann,” 
he said mildly, “ You’ve spo­ 
ken on behalf of your daugh­ 
ter. I don’t think the attor­ 
neys should be insulted. That 
will be all.” 
Wiemann attempted to say 
more but was restrained by 
Deputy Sheriff William Eck­ 
ert, the bailiff. 
The judge asked defense at­ 
torney Thomas P. Breslin if 
there was anything else and 
Breslin said no. “ This case is 
recessed 
then,” 
the 
judge 
said and left the bench. Mrs. 
Haines strode briskly to the 
door and into the lockup next 
door and Wiemann left the 
room to talk to Breslin. 
Mrs. 
Haines, 
a 
divorcee 
who lived in La Verne, was 
the first woman sentenced to 
death here and the first per­ 
son ever recommended 
for 
the death penalty by a Po­ 
mona Superior Court jury.

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 


President Nixon, declaring it 


is still his goal to end the 
peacetime draft, signed a bill 
Tuesday 
extending 
military 
conscription to mid-1973 and 
giving servicemen a $2.4 bil­ 
lion pay raise—the largest in 
history. 
But Nixon decreed the pay 
raise 
—intended 
to 
attract 
more volunteers to the serv­ 
ices —could not take effect 
Friday as scheduled. He said 
it would have to be put off 
until 
his 90-day 
wage-price 
freeze ends in mid-November. 
Rep. 
F. 
Edward 
Hebert, 
D-La., indicated he would not 
fight the President’s decision 
on the pay raise. He said it 
was a question “ to be 
re­ 


solved by the lawyers down­ 
town.” Hebert earlier had in­ 
sisted the raise go into effect 
on time and said he had a 
legal opinion which showed it 
would have to. 
But Ronald L. Ziegler, Ni­ 
xon’s press secretary, 
said 
the White House had a Ju s­ 
tice Department opinion sup­ 
porting Nixon’s 
decision 
to 
hold up the pay boost until 
November. 
Nixon said he hoped that 
“ this is the last time the 
President must sign an exten­ 
sion of the draft induction au­ 
thority.” 
‘ ‘ T h i s administration is 
committed to achieving the 
reforms in military life as 
well as public support tor our 
a r m e d forces 
whiefi 
will 


make 
possible 
an 
end 
to 
peacetime conscription,” Ni­ 
xon said. 
The draft has 
beon 
sus­ 
pended since the old law ex­ 
pired June 30. Selective Serv­ 
ice officials are expected to 
issue their first call under the 
new authority within a few 
days. Pentagon sources, how­ 
ever. have indicated calls will 
be light the remainder of the 
year and that no more than 
19,500 men will be inducted 
during 
October, 
November 
and December. 
The 
new 
draft 
authority 
provides for the phased elimi­ 
nation of student deferments 
and a switch from local and 
state quotas to a national call 
in the method of selecting 
men. 


It provides that no student 
deferments will be issued to 
any registrant who had not 
been eligible for one during 
the past school year. If stu­ 
dents receive induction 
no­ 
tices, however, they will be 
permitted to finish the semes­ 
ter. 
Rep. Gerald R. Ford, the 
House Republican leader, met 
with Nixon after the Presi­ 
dent signed the bill. Ford said 
he hoped U.S. military per­ 
sonnel would “ accept and un­ 
derstand the five-week delay” 
in making the pay raise effec­ 
tive. 
Nixon noted much of the 
raise would go to first-term 
recruits 
whose 
pay 
scales 
“ have 
been 
unconscionable 
few."

State 18-Year-Olds 
Near Adult Status 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) -An 
omnibus bill making young 
Calitomians legally adults at 
age 18 lor virtually every­ 
thing except drinking reached 
its. final major Senate hurdle 
today. 
The bill, co-authored by 47 
assemblymen, cleared the im- 
p o r t a n t Senate Judiciary 
Committee Tuesday with only 
one audible “ no” vote and 
went to the full Sena,te, its 
last major test. 
It would lower the legal age 
of 
adulthood 
in 
California 
from 21 to 18 for virtually ev­ 
erything, except drinking and 
voting. The 26th amendment 
to the U.S. Constitution al­ 
ready allows them to vote in 
all elections. 
The state constitution sets 
the 'minimum age for drink­ 
ing at 21, but a separate pre­ 
pared amendment also is pen­ 
ding in 
the 
Senate which 
would reduce the age to 18. 


Under the massive bill by 
Assemblyman 
Paul 
Prio'o, 
R-Pacific Palisades, 18-year- 
olds could become policemen, 
dentists, 
attorneys, 
embal- 
mers as well as serve on 
juries, be elected to school 
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boards, and sign legal con­ 
tracts. Men could marry with­ 
out parental consent. 
The 18-year-olds also would 
be tried in adult courts, be 
sent to prison, sign legal con­ 
tracts, and be held liable in 
civil cases. 
Sen. Clark Bradley, R-San 
Jose, who cast the only oppo­ 
sition vote, warned that the 
bill would touch off “ one of 
the most m iserable social ex­ 
perimentations that this state 
has ever seen. The results 
would be horrendous.” 
Bradley 
said 
youngsters 
would leave school to marry 
sooner, bear children, divorce 
and that their offspring will 
go on welfare and become in­ 
volved in illegal activities. 
“ I think we’re shoving it 
down the throats of young 
people 18 to 21 on the premise 
that they want it,” he said of 
the bill, reporting he had re­ 
ceived no letters from 18-year- 
olds in support of the meas­ 
ure. 
The measure also drew op­ 
position from Carl Andersen, 
representing 
the 
California 
Peace 
Officers 
Association 
and District Attorneys. 
He 
said it would bo “ unwise” to 
reduce the age from, 21 ¡to 18 
for peace officers. 
“ Theoretically,” 
Anderson 
t o l d 
the committee, 
“ he 
couldn’t go into a bar to take 
care of a brawl.” 
But Sen. Donald Grumsk.y 
RWatsonville, said the meas­ 
ure would not prevent police 
d e p a r t m e n t s and other 


agencies 
from 
establishing 
minimum education or expe­ 
rience requirements for offi­ 
cers.

BOSTON (U PI)-A veteran 
newsman warned the broad­ 
cast news industry Wednes­ 
day it faces far more danger 
from within than from with­ 
out in its battle for credibil­ 
ity. 
J i m Bormann, long-time 
news director of WCCO, Min­ 
neapolis, and past president 
of the Radio Television News 
Director’s Association, war­ 
ned in the keynote speech at 
RTNDA’s 25th annual con­ 
vention here, that audience 
disbelief

American epidemic.” 
“ It’s clear enough that the

ment; not just from the Spiro 
Agnews, but from thinking 
members of our audiences. 
I’m sure that every news di­ 


rector hears the kind of com­ 
plaints I’ve heard— even our 
best friends are telling us to 
shape up.” 
Bormann said the so-called 
new journalism — described 
variously as the journalism of 
involvement, advocacy jour­ 
nalism, or activist journal­ 
ism" was one of the primary 
reasons for ’’what has gone 
wrong in our craft.”

White House Becks 
Free Press, Agnew 


WASHINGTON (UP1) -The 
White House, delcaring res­ 
pect for a free press, beliefs 
Vice President Spiro T. Ag­ 
new has a right to criticize 
the media. 
“ In the last two years, 
people have been suggesting 
the administration has an in­ 
tent to intimidate the press. 
That is not our intent. We 
respect a free press,” White 
House Press Secretary Ro­ 
nald L. Ziegler said Tuesday 
in response to a question. 
“ But just as government 
s h o u l d be criticized and 
should be self-critical, that 
criticism of the press in itself 
does not suggest intimida­ 


tion,” Ziegler said. 
Ziegler was asked whether 
government should be allowed 
to force a reporter to disclose 
private sources of news, a 
question that is now before 
the Supreme Court. 
He declined to comment 
specifically on the case, but 
g a v e general observations 
that he said prevailed at the 
White House. 
In response to a question 
about Agnew’s criticism of 
the so-called “ liberal” press, 
Ziegler said: “ The vice presi­ 
dent has every right to ex­ 
press himself.”

Warning “ if we lose our 
credibility, we have lost ev­ 
erything,” Bormann called on 
the news directors to “ look to 
our own shops, strengthen the 
journalism we practice, and 
remain true to the unchang­ 
ing principles of honesty, fair­ 
ness and real objectivity.”

Job Market

NEW YORK — (NEA)—He. is a small, thin, delicate man. 
And so his r itne will be Chico, which in the language of his 
or, in is a description of his person. 
Chico is 26. Unmarried. And a very happy fella. 
“ I’ve; been in the United States seven months,” he says, 
smoking a cigarette to its filter. ‘‘I work in a factory boxing 


things. I make $3 an hour. I have bought this television and T 
listen to the Spanish station when it’s on. I have a girl friend 
who lives with me and we are thinking about getting a car. In 
a year I wilt make almost $6,000. If I get a raise,, it will be 
even more.” 
. 
Wonderful. Good for Chico. But as it happens, what s good 
for Chico is bad for somebody else. For Chico is an illegal 
alien in this nation and one of thousands, perhaps millions, 
who are taking iobs away from legal residents. 
“ I am Bolivian,” Chico says, through an interpreter. “ Last 
year a friend asked me if I wanted to go to America. He said 
it would cost about $300. I could not afford that much money. 
But my friend said he’d lend me some, and said I would not 
be sorry. So we came up, I won’t say how many of us there 
were, on a boat first then a truck. I don’t know what happened 
to thè others. But I got this—” , he puMs a Social Security card 
from his wallet. “ Then 1 got my job. I have never regretted it. 
I am very satisfied to have come to work up here. 
Nobody knows how many satisfied Chicos there are in the 
United States. Some people in the immigration services say 
there mav be as many as two million. Others in the same 
federal agency say that figure is exaggeration. But there is 
one point most abservers agree on: The situation is getting 
worse. And at a time when five million American citizens are 
looking for work (6 per cent of the working force), it is depl­ 
orable that any illegal visitors, however many, are on steady 


payrolls. 


The circumstances, of course, have prevailed in this land of 
loose borders since the land first federaliized. And in the past 
there have been heated, sometimes violent disputes over the 
Mexican or Canadian citizens working here. But now, with 
prolonged unemployment in America, people are beginning to 
help. Men on the jobs are mailing in complaints to authorities, 
union leaders are starting to take notice and a few urban 
lawmakers are talking about investigations. 
But the biggest scream is an individual one. Edward Kavan- 
zanjian, a criminal investigator for the New York office of the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service, m hollering 
for the 
world to hear.” He says he has documented evidence on illegal 
immigrants that ‘‘would make your hair curl.” He says in 
New York City area alone there are an estimated 200,000 sucn 
people, who occupy almost as many jobs, and up to 50,UW 
critically needed housing units. 
Across the nation, Kavazanjian adds, “ I think there are at 
jeast — at least! — one million jobs being taken by these 
people. Jobs which our own people sorely need. Just the other 
dav we raided a canning coompany in New Jersey. And on just 
one shift, we found 30 illegal alien woorkers. One company. One 
shift. 30 jobs. Multiply that by many thousands and you’ll see 
the dimensions of it all,” 
Kavvazanjian, who heats up easily on this subject, believes 
that the illegal aliens earn some ‘‘$10 billion in wages a year, 
money which is ‘‘robbed from the pockets of the unemployed 
citizens,” and most of which is sent back to other countries.____ 


‘‘It’s crime,” Kavazanjian says, an "open crime.” 
For all of his insistance and fury, Kavazanjian has not to 
this point been given any official backing for his gripe. In fact, 
spokesman immigration headquarters in Washington deny the 
man's statistics and question his motives. They point out 
Kavazanjian is a leader in the immigration workers union, and 
is battling against reductions in immigration worker personnel. 
And Kavazanjian admits part of this himself: ‘‘Sure we need 
more workers. We’ve got a piddly 1,600 border patrolmen in 
the nation and less than 700 investigators. We need twice that 
many i.f we’re going to clean up this massive backlog of illegal 


entrants.” 
Yet, regardless of the politics involved, the fact remains the 
illegal alien problem is a real one. And Ed Kavazanjian makes 
a couple of telling points: 
1—Social Security registration is issued to anyone in this 
nation who applies and no proof of residency is required. 
2—There is no law against employers hiring illegal aliens and 
no law against illegal aliens taking jobs. 
And so it is that the nation makes it relatively easy for 
illegitimate visitors to come here and live, and thrive. lake it 
from Chico, who says he doesn’t worry about the law at all: 
‘‘I have one friend who is a policeman here. He is F uei to 
Rican and he knows I am here without papers. But 1 don’t 
worry If he turns me in, what will happen? I will be sent 
home, maybe, that’s all. And so I’ll come back again. With the 
money I’ve made, 1 can afford it now.

Alien Should File 


Papers To Stay N ow 


Three years ago I met this man and since 1 was divorced wc 
started going out together. We fell in love and decided to get 
m arried. 
At the time i didn’t ask his age because he looked old 
enough but when we got our m arriage license it said he was 26 
and 1 am 43. But we were so in love that age didn’t m ake any 
difference to us. 
He is a Mexican national without a visa or green card to be 
In this country permanently and 1 am an American citizen. 
We’ve been thinking about getting his visa but many of our 
friends have told us that he will never get it on account of the 
differences in our age. 
I love my husband very much and 1 don’t want to lose him. 
He is very fond of my four children and two grandchildren and 
they love him in return. And since my grandchildren s parents 
deserted them my husband supports all of us. 
I would like to know what can I do to keep him in this 
country. Please!! Help m e!! —L.F., Pomona 


Your husband’s position is not at all bleak since the law 
provides that he be given second preference to be among the 
170,000 aliens granted perm anent alien status each year. First 
preference is given to im m igrants who are the unm arried chil­ 
dren of citizens of the United States and second preference to 
the spouses and unm arried children of perm anent resident 


aliens. 
But you have a legitim ate fear that he m ay be tem porarily 
deported while his application for a visa is being processed. 
However, the law has provisions to suspend deportation in cases 
of aliens who meet certain statutory requirem ents. 
Unfortunately the only way you're going to find if you qual­ 
ify for this provision is to file the necessary documents. We 
have obtained these forms and are sending them to you with 
simplified a copy of U.S. immigration laws. 
Without revealing your nam e Action Line received this infor­ 
mation from the Immigration and Naturalization Service of 
the Departm ent of Justice.

HELPFUL LEGISLATION — Minor modifications are being 
made to consumer legislation which will protect credit card 
holders 
from 
merchant 
errors, 
deception 
and 
sex 
dis­ 
crimination. A m ajor provision of the bill requires credit tard 
companies to correct billing errors within 60 days or lose the 
amount in dispute. 
The Senate-approved bill has overwhelmingly passed the As­ 
sembly but was returned to the Senate for approval of lower 
house amendments. It will for the first time give credit card 
holders the right to refuse to pay for defective items which 
cost more than $50 if the pruchaser is not satisified with the 
merchandise. 
It also prevents companies from refusing to issue credit 
cards solely on the basis of race, reghon, color, national orgin, 
ancestry or sex. This provision was aimed at unm arried, sepa­ 
rated, oi divorced women, who have sometimes had difficulty 
securing credit cards.

POMONA —Pointing to an 
upward trend in enrollment, 


Supt. 
Robert Wentz recom­ 
mended Tuesday night 
that 
the Pomona School District 
absorb a possible $79,000 defi­ 
cit rather than transfer or 
fire extra treachers to make 
up the loss of stale aid. 
Wentz noted two weeks ago 
that district enrollment was 
down 1,130 students (5.5 per 
cent) from last year, but he 
told the Board of Education 
Tuesday that enrollment was 
now within 467 students of 
projections. 
School districts receive a 
large amount of their slate 
aid on a per-pupil basis. A 
significant drop in enrollment 
and daily attendance means a 
sharp decrease in state aid. 
The fact that the district 
did not fill four teaching posi­ 
tions covered by the budget 
and an enrollment drop of 82 


students at Park Avenue High 
School is covered under the 
state’s necessary small high 
school fund. This helped ba­ 
lance 
the 
scales 
some 
by 
theoretically cutting the en­ 
rollment 
loss 
to only 
265, 
Wentz said. 
Put into hard cash, 
this 
means the district now stands 
to lose only the $79,(KM) figure 
quoted by Wentz. 
Cuttwig hack staff size at 
currently overstaffed schools 
would have a “disruptive ef­ 
fect” on a school’s program

Wentz said. He predicted that 
additional state aid or an in­ 
crease in enrollment may co­ 
ver the loss.

Standoffs Unlikely 
In 72 Primaries 


Another poorly supported myth is developing: that 
the Democrats’ cornucopia of candidates means the 
1972 presidential primaries could produce a lot of 
inconclusive results. Possible, but not very likely. 
Of the 10 states with binding primaries, seven will 
be choosing their delegates to the Miami Beach con­ 
vention by some sort of fragmented arrangement. 
In five cases this means most delegates will be cho­ 
sen by congressional districts, with 20 to 30 per cent 
of the state’s allotment selected at large. In two 
states, delegates will be tied to presidential candi­ 
dates on the basis of the contenders’ proportion of 
the state vote. 
Since Florida’s 81-vote March 14 primary- is much 
in the spotlight, let’s see how things might work out 
there. 
First off. even if six or seven presidential bidders 
should be tossed into that contest by the state’s six- 
member selection committee, probably only two or 
three are going to get much of a vote. 
Chances are good that the lesser candidates will 
just sliver up their own small piece of the vote pie. 
If any one of these does better than that, he might 
diminish the vote for one of the stronger candidates 
in a district or two — or corral a handful of dele­ 
gates for himself. Not more. 
The strong prospects in Florida right now are 
Senators Edmund Muskie and Henry Jackson, plus 
Alabama’s Gov. George Wallace if he should decide 
to make the run and be named to that primary 
ballot. 
For argument’s sake, presume Muskie gets only a 
whisker more than half of the 61 delegates to be 
elected in Florida’s present 12 congressional dis­ 
tricts, and that Wallace, Jackson, and perhaps Sen. 
George McGovern or New York Mayor John Lind­ 
say divide the other 30. 
Even if one of the mentioned major Muskie rivals 
gets all 30 against his 31, the theoretical setup 
would be the same. Now presume also that in get­ 
ting his 31, Muskie polls the largest vote statewide. 
He automatically picks up the 18 Florida at-large 
votes (not counting the two representing the nation­ 
al committeeman and committee worn an, supposed 
free agents in Florida as elsewhere). 
Muskie in this situation would thus have a sure 49 
votes (31 and 18), and maybe the two free agents as 
well. With six or more people in the race, he could 
easily wind up with a 5 to 3 victory. That is not 
“inconclusive” by any professional political stan­ 
dards heretofore known. 
It would be as good for Wallace, Jackson or any­ 
body else running in Florida if one of them, instead 
of Muskie, were the statewide vote victor. 
For Florida, now read Indiana, Wisconsin, Mar­ 
yland and Tennessee. No matter how close the dis­ 
trict delegate split, the statewide winner in Indiana 
will pick up 17 at-large votes, in Wisconsin an extra 
14 votes, in Tennessee 11 votes. The present Mar­ 
yland formula gives the statewide victor virtually 
nothing additional. But those figures in the other 
listed states suggest some candidate is going to get 
a winning delegate margin which will make the 
much-abused world “standoff” look silly. 
So—indecisive results seem highly improbable in 
at least four of the five binding primaries discussed 
here. 
Next, take the two proportional representation 
states — New Mexico (16 elected delegates, plus the 
usual two extras) and North Carolina (62, plus two). 
In New Mexico, the 16 will be divided between just 
the two top presidential vote-getters. In North Caro­ 
lina, the 62 will be split among the top four bidders, 
but among less than four if any of those get less 
than 15 per cent of the statewide total. Hence, 
again, inconclusive standoffs do not appear likely.

According to Dr. George G. Graham, professor of 
human nutrition at Johns Hopkins in Baltimore, a 
c omplete meal may eventually consist simply of a 
“hand” food, such as a sandwich, that contains all 
the nutrients a person needs. 
For example, a child could eat three vitamin-forti­ 
fied peanut butter-and-jelly sandwiches a day, he 
says, and be just as well-nourished as he would be 
by eating the traditional balanced meals of meat, 
fish, eggs, dairy products, cereals, vegetables and 
fruits. 
Such a 
change in eating habits would have 
profound social and economic consequences, says 
Graham. 
Agriculture and the food industry would be drasti

Working through the Gener­ 
al Federation of Korean Resi­ 
dents in Japan, North Korea 
has an energetic program of 
inviting 
Japanese 
business­ 
men, teachers and left-wing 
politicians for visits and con­ 
ferences. 
Ties With Panthers 
The 
North 
Koreans 
are 
known to have been working 
at establishing close ties with 
the Black Panther party in 
the United States. And Pyong­ 
yang is at present working 
actively to build up a group 
of North Korean sympathizers 
i n 
American 
professional, 
academic and youth circles. 
To date, in these various at­ 
tempts, the North 
Koreans 
seem to be working closely 
with 
both 
Mao 
Tse-tung’s 
China and with the Soviet 
Union. Because of the infight­ 
ing between these two, this is 
a narrow and dangerous path. 
But thus far North Korea’s 
Kim II Sung seems to have 
handled it successfully, per­

nor Peking has rival groups 
to work with. 


Huge Lobby Organized to Fight 
No-Fault Auto Insurance Bills 


The “ injury industry” 
— 
the insurance agents, adjus­ 
tors, lawyers and others who 
m ake a profit from grief — 
have 
mounted 
a 
massive, 
sophisticated 
lobbying 
cam ­ 
paign to block no-fault auto 
insurance. 
The no-fault system would 
compel insurance companies 
to pay accident claim s w;th- 
out costly lawsuits to deter­ 
mine who was at fault. Advo­ 
cates say this would result in 
lower 
prem ium s, 
prompter 
service, fairer compensation 
and even safer cars. 
But it would also cost the 
big insurance companies, trial 
lawyers, insurance agents and 
claim s adjusters billions of 
dollars. 
The 
trial 
lawyers 
alone would lose $1 billion a 
year in law fees. 
Their strategy is to block a 
national no-fault system by 
contending this is a m atter 
that should be left to the 
states. The effect would be to 
gut the no-fault system. F or 
most state legislatures 
are 
dominated by 
lawyers 
and 
can be m anipulated by the 
powerful insurance industry. 
As 
evidence 
of 
the 
in­ 
dustry’s power, several high- 
l e v e l insurance executives 
recently paid a call at the 
White House to discuss no­ 
fault insurance. The group in­ 
cluded the chief executives of 
the Kemper Insurance Group, 
Allstate, State Farm Mutual, 
Liberty 
Mutual, 
Firem en’s 
Fund and Insurance Company 
of North America. 
The 
Nixon 
Administration 
subsequently endorsed the no­ 
fault 
concept 
but 
recom­ 
mended 
that 
it 
be 
im ple­ 
mented 
on 
a 
state-by-state 
basis. The futility of this ap­ 
proach is already evidence. 
Thus far, five 
states 
have 
passed new 
insurance 
bills 
but they bear about as much 
resem blance to no-fault as a 
tin whistle to a flute. 
Prem ium s Drop 
M assachusetts has one of 
the best plans. It provides for 
no-fault compensation up to 
$2,000 but perm its 
lawsuits 
for dam ages in excess of that 
amount. Motorists still have 
to carry liability insurance, 
and in many cases the no­ 
fault paym ents serve merely 


to subsidize subsequent law­ 
suits. Even with these weak­ 
nesses, M assachusett drivers 
have already received a 
15 
per cent drop in some of their 
auto premiums. 
A num ber of states have 
had no-fault bills introduced 
into their legislatures and as 
signed to the purgatory of 
1 a w y e r-dominated 
com­ 
mittees. 
Ten 
states 
have 
voted to “ study” no-fault. 
Many of these states will 
never adopt no-fault bills, and 
the plans that pass will re­ 
sult, 
invariably, 
in 
fatter 
bank accounts for trial law­ 
yers and issurance men. The 
patchwork 
no-fault 
system 
that is emerging as a result 
of the Nixon approach is pre­ 
cisely 
what 
the 
injury 
in­ 
dustry wants. 
Indeed, they have planned 
it that way. Robert H. Joost, 
a lawyer who worked for the 
American Trial Lawyers As­ 
sociation for over eight years, 
told a Senate subcommittee 
last May how the lawyers 
plan to beat no-fault. 
Their em phasis, said Joost, 
Is on state legislatures. ATLA 
has handpicked “ key men” — 
including form er 
governors, 
legislators, and powerful poli­ 
ticos — 
to coordinate 
the 
state-by-state assault on no­ 
fault. 
Joost becam e “ fed up” with 
his 
sanctimonious 
brothers, 
he said, at a “ key 
man 
meeting in Chicago. Tactics 
for manipulating state legisla­ 
tures were openly discussed, 
Joost said. Such front groups 
as LIFT (Lawyers Involved 
for Texas) and ADOPT (At­ 
torneys 
Dedicated 
to 
Ohio 
People Totally) 
have 
been 
formed. They are intricate, 
tax-exempt schemes for rais­ 
ing money to defeat no-fault. 
An El Paso, Tex., trial law- 
y e r s 
newsletter, 
in 
fact, 
frankly labeled LIFT “ a leg­ 
islative kitty that is paying 
off.” 
Phony Citizens Groups 
ADOPT and LIFT are but 
the tip of a scandalous ice­ 
berg. All across the country, 
trial 
lawyers 
are 
forming 
spurious “ citizens groups” to 
campaign against no-fault. An 
organization 
in 
Nashville, 


tenn., which calls itself the 
“ Citizens Committee to Halt 
No 
Fault 
Insurance,” 
has 
been sponsoring radio ads de­ 
nouncing no-fault as a system 
which “ m akes no distinction 
between the careful and reck­ 
less driver.” The chairm an of 
the group is Don . 
Hilde­ 
brand, just an average “ citi­ 
zen” who happens also to be 
a m em ber of ATLA. 
In New York City, a group 
called “ Citizens Against No 
F ault” 
has bombarded 
the 
city with vacuous newspaper 
ads that 
label 
no-fault 
“ a 
hoax.” 
The 
organization 
is 
run by a public relations ex­ 
pert, lrv Spivack, who has re­ 
fused to nam e his backers. 
But there’s considerable evi­ 
dence to suggest the group is 
being bankrolled largely by 
trial lawyers and insurance 
men. 
The trial lawyers piously in­ 
sist, nevertheless, that they 
a r e 
really 
defending 
the 
American system of justice. 
We spoke at length with M ar­ 
vin Lewis, the ATLA presi­ 
dent, who claimed that no­ 
fault 
insurance 
would 
cost 
more and offer less. 
No-fault removes the “ buf­ 
fer” between the people and 
the insurance companies, he 
said. “ Take away the courts 
and the lawyers, and all you 
are left with are the friendly 
hands of Allstate.” 
In 
other 
words, 
no-fault 
would do away with the law­ 
yers. It would also do away 
with $1 billion in legal fees. 
We asked whether it was 
ethical 
to 
use 
tax-exempt 
schemes to raise money to 
fight no-fault. 
“ W e ’ r e carrying on a 
peoples’ 
lobby,” 
thundered 
Lewis. ‘We’re out there lob­ 
bying for the people.” 
But the people, who would 
save billions by eliminating 
the lawsuits and the middle­ 
men, may have a different 
idea. 
Footnote: The American In­ 
surance 
Association, 
whose 
companies write 30 per cent 
of the nation’s auto insurance, 
has endorsed a complete no-

Other

panies have paid lip service 
to the concept while seeking 
to sabotage true no-fault. 


President Nixon gave some 
significant 
answers 
to 
the 
questions asked him at the 
Economic Club in Detroit last 
Thursday night, which were 
transm itted across the nation 
by radio. It differed from a 
press conference in that the 
interrogation 
was conducted 
by a panel of ten, including 
economists and an official of 
the 
steelworkers 
union 
in 
Michigan. One local television 
station broadcast the 45-min­ 
ute interview. The 
millions 
who listened on the radio, 
heard an unusual 
question- 
and-answer discussion of the 
wage-price 
freeze 
situation 
and w hat’s ahead. Naturally, 
a text of this length couldn’t 
be transcribed in tim e for 
most morning newspapers. 
Worthy Quotes 
Some of the quotations are 
still 
worth 
careful 
exam ­ 
ination. At the outset, Mr. Ni­ 
xon disclosed there is no time 
limit set for the period of 
phase two of the wage-price 
freeze. He said this was be­ 
cause he believes the “ dura­ 
tion should depend on how ef­ 
fectively 
it deals 
with

problem .” But he 
declared 
that “ our com m itm ent is to 
return to the free-m arket for­ 
ces as the most effective way 
to move this economy for­ 
w ard.”

He 
added:

bluntly, let m e say: I am for 
profits, because 1 believe that

jobs, and at this particular 
tim e we need more jobs.” 
The 10 per cent surcharge 
on imports cam e in for in­ 
quiry about its permanence. 
The President replied: 
“ A perm anent wall of tariff 
barriers and of quotas around 
the United States would be 
good short-term policy 
and 
disastrous long-term policy. It 
would be bad for the con­ 
sum ers of this country by 
raising their prices. It would 
be bad for the producers of 
t h i s 
country 
because 
we 
wouldn’t be competitive. The 
United States producer simply 
wants an equal shot, an equal 
chance. 
“ Now, insofar as removing 
that surcharge is concerned, 
we are not going to be bel­ 
ligerent. We are not trying to

w o u l d respectfully suggest 
that that kind of a program 
would not be workable and it 
is not one that I think can be 
justified. 
“ We will not, of course, 
subsidize through the federal 
government, and do not, hous­ 
ing that is segregated. But, 
on the other hand, to go to 
the other extrem e and to use 
the power of the government 
to change housing patterns, 
change them forcibly — other 
than to have those patterns 
change on a voluntary basis 
by having an open housing 
program in which any indivi­ 
dual who hasi the opportunity 
can move where he wants — 
we believe that this kind of

will not work.” 
Balanced Budget 


There were questions 
on 
other subjects such as the ad­ 
m inistration’s policy on inter­ 
est rates, welfare problems of 
the cities, and the reduction 
of American troops abroad so 
as to curtail expense. A query 
as to how long the govern­ 
m ent’s budget can rem ain out 
of balance was answered by 
Mr. Nixon with the simple de­ 
claration that the goal “ is to 
get this economy back to full 
capacity without war, to have 
full employment, and when 
we have that we can have a 
balanced budget in a con­ 
ventional sense.”

Chino School Board G< 
Tax Facts on Preserves

CHINO —The school board 
received inform ation on the 
agricultural 
preserves, 
a 
county policy that has long 
been viewed as som ew hat of 
a thorn in the district’s side, 
during 
its 
Tuesday 
night 
m eeting. 
Neil B. Pfulb, San B ernar­ 
dino County Planning direc­ 
tor, presented inform ation in 
an effort to clear up m isun­ 
derstanding of w hat is m eant 
by agricultrual preserve and 
show the benefit of such a 
policy for local 
school 
dis­ 
tricts. 
Ruben Ayala, chairm an of 
the board of supervisors, and 
Don Newcom e, senior plan­ 
ner, also attended the m eet­ 
ing. 
Pfulb defined the agricul­ 
tu ral preserve as an 
area, 
usually consisting of no less 
than 100 acres and m ost often 
quite larger, that 
is 
desig­ 
nated by the county to be 
used solely 
for agricultrual 
purposes. 
Any property owner within 
those preserves m ay then en­ 
te r into a contractual agree­ 
m ent with the county w here­ 
by the property under con­ 
tra c t can be assessed only for 
its agricultrual value and not 
its 
speculative 
value. 
The 
property owner has the obli­ 
gation to use the land only for 
agriculture. 
The contracts, said Pfulb, 
are usually 10 years in dura­ 
tion with an autom atic renew ­ 
al every year unless one of 
the two parties notifies the 
other differently. 
Planning district one 
and 
two m ake up the W est Valley 
and has total of 91 
square 
m iles and about 35,000 people. 


Land use w as outlined by the 
planning director with 10.75 
m iles urban; 37 agricultural; 
and 43 vacant. 
Pfulb pointed out th at an 
artificial form for agricultural 
developm ent is necessary be­ 
cause the W est Valley is ad ja­ 
cent to an expanding, u rb a­ 
nized area and this is one of 
the m ost critical a reas as far 
as preservation is concerned 
due to the surrounding urban 
expansion. He also stated that 
this is of econom ic 
im por­ 
tance not only for Chino but 
the entire county. 
A pproxim ately $200,000 less 
goes to the school district be­ 
cause of this m ethod of estab­ 
lishing assessed valuation in 
the 
preserves, 
said 
Pfulb. 
But, 
he 
added, 
“ from 
the 
standpoint of investm ent, it’s 
like putting $200,000 in a sav­ 
ings account.” 
“ It is foolish in our judg­ 
m ent to throw out the baby 
with the bath w ater. If you 
look at yourselves in the val­ 
ley as com pared to 
others 
. . . there are only three oth­ 
er planning districts in the 
a rea 
that 
have 
higher 
as­ 
sessed valuation per average 
daily attendance,” he com ­ 
m ented. 
School board m em bers and 
Supt. Royce Lapp rem ained 
skeptical, how ever, about the 
real w orth of agricultural pre­ 
serves to the Chino Unified 
School D istrict. The district 
had supported an 
assem bly 
bill th at 
would have 
reim ­ 
bursed 
school 
districts 
for 
loss in assessed valuation due 
t o 
agricultural 
preserves. 
That h:’’ '-»‘led to pass. 
Statewide Benefit 
Lapp told the county official 
that Chino w as not against 
agricultural preserves per se,

but did object to such a high 
percentage of them being con­ 
cen trated in the Chino area. 
He said that Chino would look 
m ore favorably upon the pre­ 
serves 
if

m e m b e r s

M cCombs and 
Pete V ander 
Poel, a Chino dairym an, took 
issue with Pfulb’s com m ent

ones 
here. V ander Poel m entioned 
th at 
num erous 
dairies 
are 
being set up in the San Jo a­ 
quin Valley without the heavy 
preserve areas, but w ith other 
incentives. 
“The 
county 
doesn’t

with too m uch sadess on the 
Chino situation,” V ander Poel 
drily com m ented.

Pfulb.

benefits offset the cost.” 
M cCombs disagreed, saying 
that “ we cannot see evidence

In another inform ation m at­ 
ter, the board heard a report 
from M ark Patton, a Chino 
High School student, on the 
dress code.

safeguard of academic free­ 
dom — a concept which will 
be examined in the study, 
Alexander said. 
Some recent criticism of te­ 
nure alleges that it provides a 
shelter for incompetent teach­ 
ing and a barrier to educa­ 
tional innovation. The study 
will deal with these and other 
criticisms as well as ithe rela­ 
tionship of academic tenure 
to the law, collective bargain­ 
ing and problems of economic 
stringency.

Two teen-agers in a dropped, chopped 
and hopped-up ’47 Ford bolt past, afraid someone will buy the 
last Grateful Dead record before they get there. 
Driving through a shopping market parking lot is a game of 
chance, Russian roulette with most of the chambers loaded, 
the survival of the witless.

LAMB—-I have 
been having this chest pain 
for about six weeks, only at 
night. It wakes me and 1 
have 
ito

around for it to go away. 1 
went to a doctor and he told 
me he thought it was a hernia 
of the stomach and gave me 
some pills to take, but they 
made my mouth and throat 
very dry, so I stopped them. I 
am 45, smoke and drink cof­ 
fee. I never get this chest 
pain during the day. Should 1 
see 
another doctor? Would 


like your advice. 
Dear Reader - It is very 
difficult for any doctor to help 
any patient if the 
patient 
doesn’t 
follow 
his 
advice. 
Your story is certainly con­ 
sistent with a hernia sliding 
through the diaphragm. The 
pain at night is often caused 
by the somach contents spill­ 
ing back into the esophagus. 
The pills your doctor gave 
you were supposed to help 
stop the excess formation of 
acid pepsin in the stomach 
that leads to burning and dis­ 
comfort. One of the side ef- 


fects is a dry mouith and if 
this doesn’t occur, the medi­ 
cine isn’t working or you are 
not taking enough. 
Not all doctors agree that 
this type of pill is helpful for 
the stomach hernia problem, 
however. True, it help® con­ 
trol the formation of acid, but 
it slows down the emptying of 
the stomach. If the stomach 
is not empty, then, when you 
lie down, its contents can run 
back 
into 
the 
esophagus. 


When you get up, this stops 
a n d 
the 
discomfort 
goes 


away. 


Go back ito your doctor and 
give him a chance to do so­ 
mething for you. In the mean­ 
time, eat several small meals 
a day rather than large ones. 
Don’t eat or drink anything 
for about -two hours before 
going to bed or lying down. 
Elevate ithe head of your bed 
with chairs or blocks so your 
chest will be higher than your 
stomach and these measures 
may help. 
Your letter indicates that 


you appreciate 
that coffee 


and cigarettes are not in your 


best interests. They do tend 


to aggravate these problems. 
If you must have coffee, try 
to switch to a decaffeinated 


product.

some critics believed his por­ 
trayal of a lawm aker in the 
nation’s capital was a take-off 
on 
the 
famous 
family 
of 
brothers who served in 
the 
Senate. 
“The Doctors” anl 
“The 
Lawyers” of the Bold Ones 
series were renewed, but not 
“The Senator.” 
This fact, plus the belief of 
many that Holbrook was play­ 
ing a composite of the Kenne- 
dys, baffles the actor who im­ 
pressed almost everyone with 
his one man show as Mark 
Twain. 
He said, “ I don’t try to 
im itate any one of the Kenne- 
dys in any way. My hair has 
fallen over my forehead since 
I was a boy. 
“ I played a senator who 
represented 
progress. 
And 
perhaps I have 
a youthful 
quality in me. The Kennedys 
brought youth to the Senate 
and m ade it a popular thing. 
Until 
they 
entered 
politics 
youth was a disadvantage to 
a candidate. 
“Youth no longer fears po­ 
litics, but the men who run 
television are afraid of the 
subject. 
“The Senator” moved into 
a fresh area of subject m atter 
and captured the fancy of 
many people. It created ex­ 
citem ent. And we had a 29 
per cent share of the viewing 
audience. That’s why its can­ 
cellation confuses m e.” 
Holbrook is less confused 
about his new movie for CBS 
television, 
“ Raggedy 
Ann,” 
costarring Mia Farrow. 
In it he plays a romantic 
lead. A real departure from 
the clean-cut senator was his 
role as a m urderer in “ Travis 
Logan, D.A.” 
“ I was aware of the Kenne­ 
dy identity,” the actor said. 
“ The character T played was 
young, progressive and sensi­ 
tive.

Kennedy 
springs to mind with almost 
everyone. 
“ But too much can be made 
of the Kennedy relationship. I 
got a lot of mail from that 
show. Many Republican wri­ 
ters thought I was Senator 


Percy or Senator Goodell.

can’t be one-sided. You ask 
yourself if you stress the bad 
or the good in our national 
government.

A—This ASE firm was formed late in 1968 when Gateway 
Erectors, a construction company took over the assets of spe­ 
cialty chemical producer, Imoco Corp. The following year a 
third area of operations was acquired, a fabric retailer and 
mail order house. Sales moved up regularly until fiscal 1970-71 
when a 5 per cent decrease was reported. Earnings have been 
more erratic and in the year ended March, 1971 dropped to 2 
cents a share from 86 cents previously. June quarter earnings 
showed a substantial gain at 18 cents compared with 8 cents a 
share the year earlier. 
Much of the improvement this year has been scored by the 
construction group, a trend which should continue for the ba­ 
lance of the fiscal year. However, chemical sales, which were 
off in the first quarter, may continue sluggish, while profits 
will undoubtedly feel the effects of the price-wage squeeze. 
Contributions from the fabrics division could also be reduced 
by start-up expenses at a new retail outlet and higher oper­ 
ating costs:. Although over-all operating results are expected to 
outpace last year’s, rate of recovery will be hampered by the 
above iactors and significantly higher interest expenses. This 
low-priced issue is of interest only on a long-term speculative 
basis.

Fish Considered 
Luxury Dish Now 


Remember 
a 
few 
years 
when people ate fish to save 
m o n e y ? The picture has 
changed. 
Fish 
prices 
have 
skyrocketed and the 
supply 
often is more limited. 
In the better seafood res­ 
taurants fish is now a luxury. 
Often fish prices equal or ex­ 
ceed 
those 
for 
meat 
else­ 
where. What has happened? 
“ In the North Atlantic we 
are reaching the maximum 
catch of cod, 
haddock and 
ocean 
perch. 
We 
are 
not 
going in the long run to find 
an increase, either. Tomorrow 
won’t bring larger catches in 
spite of the public's dreams 
of 
unlimited 
an 
untouched 
supplies,’ says Donald Whita­ 
ker, of the National Marine 
Fisheries Service. 
“Currently, haddock is in 
short supply. New York and 
Boston are not 
getting 
the 
amount or variety of frerh 
fish they usually receive. Cal­ 
ifornia is in the same situa­ 
tion. 
“ Freezing is taking 
over. 
We import vast amounts from 
C a n a d a , Ireland, Norway, 
Denmark, Greenland, Germa­ 
ny and Poland. One third of 
our canned tuna is imported 


frozen. Most shrimp are fro­ 
zen with 53 per cent of what 
we eat coming from Mexico 
and India,” Whitaker says. 
Many 
popular 
fish, 
the 
kinds Americans are partial 
to, 
are 
becoming 
scarcer. 
“ But there are several kinds 
of fish popular in Europe and 
other parts of the world, that 
are still in good supply. 
If Americans can learn to 
include these, such as plaice 
and hake, in their menus, and 
enjoy them, they would help 
cut the rising cost of fish,” 
Whitaker observes. 
“ It is getting next to impos­ 
sible today to keep up the 
choices fresh fish patrons are 
used to getting,” 
says 
Ed­ 
mund 
Lillys, 
owner of 
the 
Gloucester House, New York, 
one of the finest fish houses 
in the country. 
“ For example,” 
he 
says, 
“ yesterday 
there 
were 
no 
flounders on the market. No 
gray sole or blue fish — both 
usually on our menu. This is 
a new situation be mg forced 
on restaurateurs and the pub­ 
lic. We just can’t be certain 
any more that we can get the 
fish we want,” Lillys says. 
B u t 
Lillys 
is 
not 
dis­ 


couraged. “ We must change 
o u r s e a f o o d restaurants, 
make them offer a wider var­ 
iety of dishes. Not of more 
varieties but of cooking fish 
in 
different 
and 
wonderful 
ways.” 
For example, he says, “ If 
we intend to stick as closely 
as possible to offering only 
freshly caught fish, then to 
keep the items on the menu 
up to their original number, 
we must have four or six 
ways 
of cooking 
cod, 
and 
new, creative ways of serving 
shrimp, delicious new ways of 
presenting sole. Not that we 
would abandon the old ways 
of serving, but we would add 
more variety in cooking to 
take up the slack in the vari­ 
ety of fishes we can offer to­ 
day,” Lillys explains.

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Macrobiotic 
Diet May Be 


Deficient

Just what are macrobiotic 
foods? 
Actually, 
“ macrobiosis” 
m e a n s longevity, 
derived 
from Greek. Thus macrobiotic 
foods mean foods that insure 
longevity — according to the 
dictionary at least. 
The word 
goes back 
to 
primitive 
times, 
denoting 
mental healthi and halluci­ 
natory effects. It started in 
the mystical East. 
“ Then during the middle 
ages it took root in Germany. 
It is still strong in Western 
Germany today. It combines 
the mysticism of the East and 
its brown rice with a supple­ 
mental diet of fruits and vege­ 
tables,” explains Dr. Charles 
Glenn King, biochemist and 
nutrition authority. 
Dr. King, past president of 
the 
International Union 
of 
Nutrition Sciences, continues: 
“ I understand that the person 
who goes on a macrobiotic 
diet begins with brown rice, 
fruits and vegetables. But he 
may cut back using fewer 
and fewer fruits and vege­ 
tables and eating only brown 
rice. The more closely one 
sticks to the brown rice diet 
the more spiritual 
he be­ 
comes, we are told. Brown 
rice, 
it 
is 
explained, 
ap­ 
proaches the ideal food.” 
But 
unfortunately 
people 
fail to realize that brown rice 
is not a perfect food. No one 
food is complete in itself. 
“ It is deficient in vitamin 
A, vitamin 0 and in high- 
quality protein,” he adds. “ A 
diet completely of brown rice 
can cause a person’s death.” 
Soybean diets are also be- 
c o m i n g popular with the 
y o u t h f u l vegetarian en­ 
thusiasts. 
Many 
scientists 
rate this enthusiasm as ano­ 
ther fad to hit our well-fi­ 
nanced youthful rebels. 
S o y 
products 
must 
be 
cooked or treated to get rid of 
injurious material in raw soy­ 
beans. Boiling or fermenting 
are two methods of treating 
the 
beans. 
In the 
Orient, 
where soybeans are often an 
essential part of the protein 
diet, they are not used with­ 
out processing. They are not 
eaten alone, either. 
Soybeans are a good food 
when properly prepared. But 
I don’t regard them as neces­ 
sary to Americans. Because 
we are rich enough to raise 
cattle and poultry in large 
amounts we don’t have to 
rely on other foods for our 
protein. That is why I am in­ 
clined to regard those people 
who make a fetish of eating 
soybeans, peas and beans, in­ 
stead of meats and poultry, 
eggs and cheese, as more or 
less faddists. That is unless 
they are vegetarians for other 
than 
macrobiotic 
reasons,” 
Dr. King says. 
He notes that peas, beans, 
soybeans and brown rice all 
have their places as accep- 
the world. But selection based 
on nutritional facts is neces­ 
sary, he says.

The Basic 


Food Picture ; 


Is Changing ; 


Let’s take a look around the 
supermarket. 
Almost 
every 
day there is some new food 
or old food in new form. But 
the question is whether this 
newness is designed to please 
the 
customers 
or 
to 
ac­ 
commodate the manufacturer 
or supermarket. 
The Rutgers College of Agr- 
milture and 
Envrionmental 
Science points to the cost of 
distributing traditional basic 
foods, such as meat, fruits, 
whole milk, etc. Costs have 
skyrocketed. 
Therefore 
the 
prices of these natural pro­ 
ducts have gone up, too. This 
becomes 
a 
critical 
social 
problem, but new techniques 
are constantly being devel­ 
oped to mass produce some of 
the modern foods so economi­ 
cally that many of them may 
become 
the 
new 
low-cost 
staples. 
Foods consisting of com­ 
pressed sections of various 
nutritional sources may taste 
O.K. But what is sheir nutri­ 
tional value? How do they 
compare with the standard 
four basic foods? 
According to Philip White 
of the Council on Foods and 
Nutrition of 
the 
American 
Medical 
Assn., 
frozen 
and 
fresh meat have similar nut­ 
ritional value. “ The industry 
uses fast-feezing methods and 
packaging that seal in the or­ 
iginal quality of the meat. Ne­ 
vertheless, 
the majority of 
shoppers buy fresh meat and 
freeze it at home,” Dr. White 
reports 
in 
Today’s 
Health 
magazine. 
Of the housewives inter­ 
viewed, 85 per cent said they 
were not interested in buying 
frozen meat, he adds. The 
reason, according to market­ 
ing analysts, 
is that 
con­ 
sumers suspect something is 
wrong with frozen meat. 
A glass of fresh orange 
juice is old-fashioned. Even a 
glass of juice made from 
orange concentrate may be 
dated, too. Now the vitamin C 
drinks are made from crys­ 
tals. 
The crystals are made from 
frozen 
orange 
concentrate. 
The process was developed by 
the U.S. Department of Agr­ 
iculture and the Florida Cit­ 
rus Commission. The crystals 
are lightweight, require no 
refrigeration and, therefore, 
offer shipping and storage ad­ 
vantages. 
They 
are 
being 
manufactured 
commercially 
now and will be offered to the 
retail trade in the near fu­ 
ture. A batch went to the 
moon aboard Apollo 15. 
But, as there is not yet any 
law 
that 
banishes 
freshly 
squeezed juice, or even frozen 
concentrate, turn your mind 
to other worries. 
The more babies we pro­ 
duce, the fewer natural fla­ 
vors we can expect in our 
foods. It seems there are sim­ 
ply not enough strawberry 
patches left to furnish all the 
strawberry jam or ice cream 
we want. 
But don’t worry about fla­ 
vorings, either. Science will 
fix things up just dandy for 
all concerned. We have test- 
tube flavors. More and more 
of our food is artificially fla­ 
vored.

It is understandable that 
President Nixon’s Executive 
Order stabilizing prices, rents, 
wages, and salaries exempted 
raw agricultural products be­ 
cause of their perish ability, 
seasonal price fluctuations and 
varietal price differentials. It 
would have defied implemen­ 
tation and enforcement. 
However, consumers have 
little if anything to be con­ 
cerned about because there is 
little

ample supply situation will 
continue, barring some capr­ 
ice by Mother Nature who 
sometimes turns on the deep 
freeze. Farmers are not rush­ 
ing out to buy new cars be­ 
cause of the exemption.

Once 
upon a time millions of per­ 
sons grew up on a farm or 
near enough to the actual 
growing souce of fruits to 
learn as a small child what 
was prime quality in fruit and 
what was not. 
Now, the source of supply is 
often thousands of miles away 
f r o m the eater . . . whose 
ability no longer is honed by 
seasonal growing exposure. It 
St 11 holds that fresh fruits are 
best in quality and lowest in 
cost when 
in 
season. 
But 
whose season? 


Now we get watermelons 
and cantaloupes, for example, 
in December from 
Mexico 
and 
Spain. 
In most 
areas 
strawberries are a year-round 
thing, too. How then to select 
fresh fruits that wind up in 
the local supermarket? 


To get the most for your 
money buy only the amount 
of fruit you will use w thin a 
few days. It is possible to 
k e e p ripe 
fruits—apricots, 
nectarines, 
peaches, 
plums 
and pears- in the refrigera­ 
tor for 3 to 5 days but storage 
beyond this time isn’t recom­ 
mended. Fruits w 11 soften, 
skins shrivel and decay be­ 
comes rapid. In general, pick 
fruits that are ripe or almost

Avoid bruised 
fruit. No relationship between 
size and ripeness or flavor. 


Only the touch test works 
here. Since avocados ripen 
w i t h o u t refrigeration, buy 
them for later use. Test of 
readiness is when flesh yields 
to gentle pressure of fingers. 
B E R R I E S — Look for 
bright, fresh clean berries. 
Avoid wet and leaky berries. 
Staining of containers may 
mean crushed, leaky fruit. 
Blackberries or raspberries 
with clingcaps may be under­ 
ripe.

ORANGES, GRAPEFRUIT 
and LEMONS — Look for 
well-shaped fruit, heavy for 


size. Heavy fruits usually are 
thin-skinned and contain more 
j u i c e than course-skinned, 
puffy or spongy fruit. Fruits 
somewhat pointed at the stem 
end tend to be thick-skinned. 
Color is not true indicator of 
quality. Oranges with a slight 
greenish tinge may be just as 
ripe as fully colored ones. 
G R A P E S — Look for 
grapes 
firmly 
attached 
to 
stem, plump, fresh looking. 
Red or black varieties should 
be well-colored. Most white or 
green varieties should have 
slightly amber tone for best 


flavor and sweetness. Grapes, 
like strawberries, are picked 
ripe and do not ripen off the 
vine. 


PEACHES — Insist on ma­ 
ture peaches, no green ones- 
Quality depends upon matur­ 
ity and soundness. Best qual­

are

not 
bruised, with yellow or red 
color over 
entire 
surface. 
H y d r o-cooled fruit 
allows 
picking nearest ripe stage. 
Green fruit shrivels. In taste 
test, if fruit is not sweet, it 
never will be. 
PEARS — Winter pears, 


Anjou,

marketed when underripe and 
will ripen at home at room 
temperatures. Pears are ripe

Oddly, tree- 
ripened pears are much infe­ 
rior to those picked green for 
market to ripen later.

Today we are in the market for a nickname. 
It should be one to describe authority, it’s going to be, for a 
boxer by name of Mike Weaver. 
There was already a figher called “Iron Mike,” who has 
retired1 to playing heavies in movies and: making shaving com­ 
mercials. No, that won’t do. 
The “ Pomona Pounder?” It fits. Mike Weaver, who’ll you 
see on television Thursday night from the Olympic Auditorium 
in an amateur preliminary bout, is from Pomona (Ganesha 
High, class of ’68) and is a heavyweight with an amateur 
record of 42-7, including 31 knockouts. 
The name fits, but it doesn’t sound as good as the “Manassa 
Mauler,” does it? 
Weaver, who was just discharged from the Marines on Aug. 
20, is reportedly fast, like Muhammad Ali; hits hard, like 
Muhammad Ali; keeps his guard down, like Muhammad Ali;

Costa Mesa said. “ I look at it 
this way. I feel it’s a race, 
and I’m in this thing to race. 
I don't think it's for a bunch 
of crybabies who are jealous 
we were invited and 
they 
were not. 
“ If I get any pressure out 
there (at the drag strip) not 
to run, I’ll meet it with pres­ 
sure of my own.” 
Taylor said he didn’t agree 
with methods used by the dis­ 
sident driver group from the 
beginning and walked out of 
the only meeting he attended. 
He said: 
“ They asked everyone to 
sign a paper agreeing to who 
j 
was going to be our spokes- j 
man, and I said I thought 
that ought to be put to a vote. 
They said the spokesmen had 
already been appointed, and I 
didn’t think I should express 
my opinion one way or ano­ 
ther under the circumstances. 
It wouldn’t mean anything 
“That’s not the American 
way. If they had voted, I 
might have sat down and lis­ 
tened. As it is, there is a 
principle. 
1 don’t think a 
couple of guys can strongarm 
the rest of the drivers.” 
Beebe said the driver group 
has unanimously agreed to 
avoid even thoughts of vio­ 
lence. He implied Taylor was 
imagining threats of physical 
abuse. Beebe said the only 
sanction against Taylor or 
others like him is that the 
group refuses to participate 
in events where anti-boycott 
drivers show up. 
“ That’s not a threat. That’s 
a promise,” said Beebe, who 
represents about 30 drivers.

The factory Musitang crew 
frustrated over losing nine of 
12 races during the Trans-Am 
season, hung out a pit sign 
when its junior driver, Horst 
Kwech, flashed across the fin­ 
ish line to win at Riverside in 
1968. The sign read, “ We love 
you.” 
Taking that checkered flag 


on Sept. 8, 1968, was the high 
point of a career which ap­ 
proaches another climax this 
Sunday at the same Riverside 
road course for the Austrian- 
born, Australian-bred refugee 
of World War II. 
Kwech returns this time as 
the lead team driver for the 
Alfa Romeo factory, which is 
currently trying to clinch the 
U.S. 
manufacturer’s 
cham­ 
pionship for sedans of the 
subcompact class. 
“ We are going at this one 
just as hard as if we were 
Ford Motor Comnany,” said 
Kwech during a break in his 
car preparation routine for 


the Riverside race. “ We’ve 
been out here a week already, 
and we’ve put in 200 miles of 
testing. That’s the tough part, 
testing. You spend most of 
your time on the track getting 
ready for the race. You put 
on more miles in practice 
than you do racing.” 
The importance of River­ 
side is twofold. The way the 
sanctioning Sports Car Club 
of America computes cham­ 
pionship points, Alfa Romeo 
needs a victory at Riverside 
or in the final race at Laguna 
Seca to sew up the champion­ 
ship. Datsun, a late starter on 
the Trans-Am trail, must win 


them both. 
Intriguingly, Kwech’s Alfa 
figures to have an advantage 
on the fast Riverside course, 
while the Datsun will have 
the best of it at Laguna Seca, 
where the track is narrow 
and twisting and not as fast. 
Riverside, to put it plainly, 
is 
a 
do-or-die 
effort 
for 
Kwech who figures to lose at 
Laguna Seca. 
The 2.5-liter sedan series 
has enlivened an otherwise 
dull T-A season, which has 
put everybody to sleep with a 
succession of wins for the 
Penske Javelin team of dri­ 
ver Mark Donohue. 


The subcompact races have 
been exciting, but for a differ­ 
ent reason than ithe organ­ 
izers thought they would be. 
SCCA established a weight-to- 
cngine size handicapping sys­ 
tem this year that was de­ 
signed to lure drivers of 
American subcompacts into 
the series. 
It was hoped ithat Vegas 
and P i n t o s would race 
against Alfas, 
BMWs 
and 
Datsuns, giving the series a 
truly intercontinental flavor. 
Nobody showed up with a 
competitive American car. 
The way Kwech tells it, the 
handicap 
gimmick 
instead 


gave an advantage to Datsun. 
“Their weight seems to suit 
them very well,” Kwech said. 
“ We have to ballast these 
cars to 2,200 pounds, and that 
g i v e s us a distinct dis­ 
advantage. 
“ The axle shafts were not 
made to carry that weight, 
and so we’ve had to strength­ 
en 
them. 
Our 
fuel 
con­ 
sumption has been bad. 
“ If you take our car to Bon­ 
neville, we’ll run as fast as 
the Datsuns, because we are 
getting fantastic horsepower 
out of 1800 oc. But with ¡the 
added weight we can’t accele­ 
rate as well as the Datsuns.”

Recommendations

DFG, sportsmen’s groups and 
the public will be received by 
the California Fish and Game 
Commission at a meeting Fri­ 
day (Oct. 1) in Los Angeles. 
Commission President Sher­ 
man Chickering of San Fran­ 
cisco 
announced 
that 
the 
meeting will begin at 9 a.m. 
in Room 115. Old State Build­ 
ing, 217 West First Street. 
Under the DFG proposal, 
northern California streams 
and lakes and streams in Al­ 
pine, Mono and Inyo counties 
would open for trout and sal­ 
mon fishing April 29. North 
coast steams would open May 
27. 


Seasons would run through 
November 15. 
Last year the DFG recom ­ 
mended and the commission 
approved 
an 
all-year 
trout 
season in lakes and reservoirs 
throughout California. 
The DFG also is proposing 
expansion of the ban on the 
use of power-driven gurdies 
or winches and weights in ex­ 
cess of four pounds in the 
taking of salmon in ocean wa­ 
ters.

stairs. He just shrugs these 
accidents off but I can’t help 
worrying about him. — S.M. 


Dear Mr. S.: While some 
persons may fatalistically ac­ 
cept accidents as unpredic­ 
table events, beyond control, 
social scientists have found 
that certain, individuals seem 
more prone to accidental in­ 
juries. 
In other words, 
it 
seems that certain persona­ 
lities and behavior patterns, 
not mere chance, make it 
likely that an individual will 
be injured in an accident. 
Dr. Edward A. 
Suchman 
recently conducted a study on 
the relationship of accidental 
injuries and 
personal cha­ 
racteristics with high school 
and college students. 
Male 
students 
were 
more 
than 
twice as likely as female stu­ 
dents to have had injuries im­ 
pairing them for at least a 
week. 
In general, it was the stu­ 
dents, male and female, who 
were 
most 
non-conforming 
and rebellious in their behav­ 
ior and who saw themselves 
as standing apart from con-

The willingness to “ break 
the rules,” whether cutting 
classes or holding permissive

the “ safe and sane” thing is 
more likely tai be scorned in 
favor of the more unconven­ 
tional or exciting, even if it 
means risk of personal injury. 
Hopefully, your son’s der­ 
ring-do is restricted to acti­ 
vities that are relatively lim­ 
ited in potential dangerous­ 
ness. The impulsive, aggres­ 
sive individual who expresses 
his nonconformity behind the 
wheel of a car is likely to 
bring 
serious 
injury 
upon 
himself and others. 
Accidental injuries are the 
major cause of death among 
young people. 
Among high 
school and college students, 
accidental 
injuries 
produce 
more fatalities than all dis­ 
eases combined.
